The governor's action is the result 
of hearings conducted before the 
governor relative to 
charges of 


non-feasance and willful neglect in- 
volving failure to enforce laws re- 
latln-g to intoxicating liquors- 


"It is apparent to me from the 


evidence introduced by both sides 
that Mayor 'Reece made an honest 
effort to enforce the laws," said 
Governor Donahey. 


"In my opinion, 
the charges 


against Chief Watkins have been 
proven beyond a reasonable doubt. 
Therefore, I remove 'him from the 
office of chi-ef of police of Youngs- 
town," ,the governor announced. 


The governor's orders reinstating 


Mayor Reece and removing Chief 
Watkins are effective immediately. 


The 
hearings concerning the 


charges against Mayor Reece and 
Chief Watkins involved testimony 
supporting allegations that anti- 
gambling -and anti-vice laws'were 
not properly enforced at Younss- 
towh. 


"The evidence shows that Mayor 


Reece led raids independently of 
the chief of police and,"as a result, 
revoked the licenses of many soft 
drink establishments for violations 
of the law," said Governor Dona- 
hey. 


"It was revealed by the testi- 


mony that, in defiance of law and 
order, dens -of Vice sought, to pro- 
tect themselves against arrest by 
installing hedij; -steel ' armored 
doors and iron bars in front of win- 
dows and over skylikhts. 


"The chief of police and mem- 


bers of his force testified that they 
were unable to gain evidence of 
law violation against such places. 
Other agencies, however, gained 
entrance and obtained evidence. In 
this connection, I desire to call at- 
tention to house bill 128, enacted 
at the last session of the general 
assembly of Ohio, which provides 
that places were prohibition laws 
are violated may be enjoined by a 
court of equity on application, of 
any law officer of any municipality.

GIVE VIEWS ON 
G.O. P. LEADER

CJjEVELAfND, Aug. 28.—If Cal- 


vin Coolidge "displays Cleveland 
firmness" and snould he "measure 
up to the full responsibilities of an 
executive," then he will receive 
the support of Ohio, 
the 
home 


state of the late President Hard- 
ing, at the Republican convention 
next year, according to views ex- 
pressed by editors of some seventy 
odd Ohio newspapers to Interna- 
tional News Service. 
The 
same 


elements which accorded loyal sup- 
port to the late President are will- 
ing to go along with the new chief 
executive, if the next ten months 
disclose his ability to fill the shoes 
of the departed leader. 


While support of Coolidge is not 


unanimous, It is overwhelming, al- 
though editors queried realized 
that it was early to make a definite 
choice. 
The manner in which he 


handles the coal situation, 'the ag- 
ricultural revolt, his attitude to- 
ward the world court, and his abil- 
ity to lead the slender Republican 
majority in House and Senate, it 
was conceded, would have a large 
bearing upon the vote of Ohio in 
the next national convention. 


Senator Hiram Johnson, now re- 


garded as a certain candidate, is 
counted -by Ohio editors as 
the 


most probable oppapjmt of the 
President in next yeij| primary. 
Six editors out of thoW polled de- 
clare him the strongest candidate 
of the party, regardless of events 
In Washington. 
Senator William E. Borah of 


Idaho appealed to two as the West 
choice of the party, while Secre- 
tary of Commerce Herbert Hoover 
and Gen. Charles G. 
Dawes 
of 
"Hell and Maria" fame each re- 
ceived one vote. 


(Senator Simeon D. Fess of Yel- 


low Springs, "on an out-and-out 
Volstead platform" was the sec- 
ond choice of two editors, Secre- 
tary of State Charles £. Hjpb.es 
and Secretary of the Treasury^ An- 
drew Mellon each were mentioned 
as available by one editor, in case 
President Coolidge failed to re- 
ceive the nomination. 
Hughes was 


favored, as. "hiring .a,^broader 
knowledge of nationaland Interna- 
tional problems 'than 
any 
other 


American," while in the opinion of 
another editor, Mellon Is "more 
familiar with business conditions 
arid could give the greatest busi- 
ness administration the country 
has ever known." 
President Coolidge was consid- 


ered the "'most available" candi- 
date by all other editors queried 
as to the Republican choice. 


"We believe Coolidge is the best 


available man for the Republican 
nomination for President at this 
time," F. W- Bush, editor of the 
Athens Messenger, wired- 
"If he 


meets the problems now before the 
administration in the. big way we 
think he will, his nomination is 
assured. 


"Should Coolidge measure up to 


the full responsibilities of an exec- 
utive," another editor wired, "the 
Republicans could do no better 
than to nominate him. 
Johnson 


would make a wider and stronger 
appeal but would have difficulty- in 
the convention in getting by the 
old standpat or reactionary crowd." 
However, this editor added that in 
big opinion Henry Ford "on either 
ticket or a third ticket would be an 
easy winner." 
"From the standpoint of popu- 


larity," another said, "Ford would 
make the strongest candidate in 
this section (eastern Ohio)." How- 
ever, he added, politicians

Answering a "criticism some- 


times made that we need 'less gov- 
ernment in 'business,'" Seymour 
said: "We need just so much in- 
terference by the «tate and federal 
governments in business as is nec- 
esssary to ensure the general pub- 
lic a square deal and an open court 
whenever (business men are secret- 
ly attempting to exclude, others 
from competing in their field of 
activity or attempting to raise and 
exact exorbitant prices jbr arti- 
ficial means." 


On behalf of Attorney General 


Daugherty, 
Seymour 
announced 


the 'forthcoming establishment in

•be possible for state authorities to 
secure necessary Information to 
proceed against Illegal commercial 
combinations.

mid-western refiners recently pro- 
posed to close down their refiner- 
ies during August so that the mar- 
ket price -of gasoline might be sta- 
bilized and the surplus absorbed 
without Interfering with the busi- 
ness of the refiners and producers 
who had accumulated'large quanti- 
ties of this commodity." This pro- 
posal, he said, was claimed to be 
necessary to conserve the supply, of 
oil and to protect the 'business from

"should not the result of this con- 
dition of production be transmitted 
to the public naturally? The effect 
on the 'business of producing and 
refining oil is profound.

Mr. Bryan wants laws to prohibit the teaching in 


public schools of a scientific theory of which he does not 
approve. A resolution that geography, history and 
literature shall be taught from a ''world point of view" 
rather than from a "national point of view" was. offer- 
ed at the recent convention of the National Education- 
al association. Another sign of the same tendency is a 
statute passed by the legislature of Wisconsin. This 
interesting effort provides that no history or other text 
book shall be adopted for use or used in school which 


J "falsifies tire facts regarding the war of independence, 
or the war of 1812, or which defames our nation's foun- 
ders or misrepresents the ideals and causes for which 
they struggled and sacrificed or which contains propa- 
gantjt favorable to any foreign government." 


• ^'Piis is on its face an entirely acceptable and laud- 


able demand. But why is it coofined to two of our wars 
oiflyf How about the Mexican war, 4he civil war, the 
Spanish"-American war, the Philippine war, and the late 
Far with Germany? Are not the youth of "Wisconsin 
to be defended from falsification and propaganda as to 
these passages in our history? 


Of cqurse what the Wisconsin legislature is after

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is not'historical truth but an interpretation of the war 
of independence and tihe war of 1812 acceptable to the 
prejudices and sympathies which Wisconsin's politi- 
cians believe are cherished by their constituents. The 
real object is to prevent any presentation of aspects of 
Cither conflict favorable to Great Britain. That is why 
possible falsification of the Mexican or other wars of ihe 
republic is ignored. 


But the intelligence represented by this pretense at 


truthful history js disclosed by section 2 of the law. 
which provides that upon complaint of any five citizens 
filed with the state* superintendent of public instruction 
against any history or text book, he shall fix a time for 
a public hearing and, ten days after such hearing, shall 
make a finding. If he finds the text book obnoxious 
under this law, it shall be barred from sale or use in the 
state. 


The establishment of historical truth by vote at 


town meeting is an assertion of pure democracy which 
should thrill Mr. JBryan with pleased emulation. We 
exjject to hear that the Florida legislature has passed 
a similar statute, though with important changes.
